The Times’ editorial — this morning 


says: 


“We have no desire to deal hardly with 


our brave enemies who face us fairly in the 
field, but if our effort to pacify the Free 
State by clemency is frustrated we will be re- 
juctantly constrained to exercise our mili- 
tary rights there. " 

“There is reason to suspect that some 
burghers who took the oath of allegiance 
handed in old muskets and have since dug 
up modern rifles and rejoined the ranks of 
the combatants, and it is specifically stated 
by a press agency that no less a person than 
the Free State commandant, Pretorius, has 


deen guilty of treachery under circum- 


stances of peculiar aggravation. It is al- 
leged that this man, who had taken the 
oath, has been active in leading the Boers 
to attack Koorn Spruit, near which he lives, 
and that the members of his household aft- 
erwards helped to loot and capture wagons. 


Advises Severe Punishment. 

“The death of the criminal and the firing 
of his homestead would not be too severe 
& penalty for conduct so disgraceful. It is 
not wise for an enemy who provoked the 


disloyalty, commandeered British subjects 


in the colonies, and who are believed td be 
recruiting burghers who have just ac- 
cepted British clemency in the Free State, 


to initiate a system of severity towards the 


men who have changed sides. 


Boer Force at Bushman’s Kop. 

The Times this morning publishes the fol- 
lowing from its special correspondents: 

BLOEMFONTEIN (Tuesday)—The Boers 
are across the Modder in some force to the 
east, and the Bloemfontein Mounted Infan- 
try have been in touch with them all day 
at Bushman’s Kop, which is twelve miles 
distant. This forward movement took place 
as soon as the force sent to cover Broad- 
woods retreat withdrew. 


Bhoot Surrendering Free-Staters. 

A Boer refugee from Thaba Nehu has ar- 
rived here, stating that our forces were 
driven towards Bloemfontein on Saturday 
with heavy loss, the Boers cruelly ill-treat- 
ing and in some cases shooting men who 
had surrendered arms to our forces. Unless 
speedy measures of retaliation are taken 
their action will adversely affect the con- 
tinuance of the disarmament. For the pres- 
ent the civil administration must be worked 
upon the lines that were existing before the 
occupation, as far as minor appointments 
are concerned, the higher appointments re- 
maining in abeyance.

BULGARIA TO DECLARE INDEPEND- 
ENCE OF TURKEY SOON. 


Dispatch from Sofia Asserts the Russo- 
Bulgarian Arrangements Are Com- 
pleted and the Treaty wil Be Pub- 
lished in a Short Time — Prince 
Ferdinand Places the Government

_FRANKFORT-ON- -THE-MAIN, April 4.— 
The Frankfort Zeitung’s correspondent at 
Sofia, after noting the departure of Prince 
Ferdinand for Vienna, says the Russo-Bul- 
garian arrangements regarding the long ex- 
pected Bulgarian declaration of independ- 
ence and the cession of a portion of the 
harbor of Burgas, in the Black Sea, to Russia 
have been perfected, and that the treaty will 
soon be published. Prince Ferdinand will 
positively visit St.. Petersburg after Colonel 
Faprikoff, Minister of War, returns from 
that capital. The Russian representative, 
M. Bachmetjeff, will accompany Prince * 
dinand on his visit to the Czar. 


Prince Werdinend in Vienna.

VIENNA, April 4.—Prince Ferdinand of 
Bulgaria arrived in Vienna this forenoon 
and left for the Riviera this evening. Ashe 
sought no audience from the Emperor and 
made no call on Count Goluchowsky, the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, his presence 
here is considered as being in nowise polit- 
ically significant. 

From Sofia comes the statement that 
Prince Ferdinand goes to San Remo to spend 
‘several weeks with his children, who are 
there, and to bring them to Bulgaria; but 
it is rumored here that his first visit will 
be at Cannes, where the Russian Princess 
Maria Paulowna and her 18-year-old daugh- 
ter Helene are staying, this rumor being in 
connection, of course, with the report that 
he seeks a Russian bride. 

Ferdinand issued a proclamation just wo- 
fore leaving Sofla confiding the regency to 
the ministry during his absence from the 
Royal Guests Expected. , 

The King and Queen of Roumania will 
leave Bucharest in a few days for a month’s 
stay in Abbazia. On their return it is ex- 
pected they will visit Vienna as the guests 
of Emperor Franz Josef. :

DARK DAYS FOR ITALY. 


ITALIAN PRESS VIEWS THE FUTURE 
WITH MISGIVING. 


Political Situation Excites Uneasiness 
in Rome, and a Fierce Agitation on 
the Part of the Radical Party Is Ex- 
pected to Spread to All Parts of the 
Kingdom — Milan Paper Declares 
Italy Must Regain Liberty — Pope 
Warns Catholic Press.

ROME, April 4.—The political situation 
engrosses public attention, to the exclusion 
of all other topics, many men in public life 
looking to the future with unmistakable 
feelings of misgiving. The protest of the 
radical opposition in withdrawing from the 
Chamber of Deputies yesterday marks the 
beginning, it is believed in many quarters, 
of a flerce throughout the king - 
dom. 

The Milan Tempo, writing of the expan 
outlook today, says: 

The saddest and most trying times are 
approaching for Italy. The popular con- 
science has lately been wonderfully awak- 
ened. The Deputies who yesterday walked 
Out of the Chamber in indignant protest 
against the action za the ministry will all 
the more athena prosecute the battle 
among the population of the kingdom.
